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City Seeks Injunction to Halt 
Work on 8-Story Apt at Lake

On behalf of the city of Greenbelt, city solicitor Thomas R. 
Brooks last week filed a memorandum of complaint with the Circuit 
Court, seeking injunctive relief as a result of actions recently taken 
by Charles Bresler in the Charlestown© Village site. Bresler is now 
engaged in clearing the land behind the Chariestowne swimming 
pool, preparatory to erecting an eight-story apartment building 
on the lakeside location. Construction of such a building would be 
a clear violation, city officials say, of both an agreement and a 
covenant which Bresler signed with the city when he first sought 
rezoning on the Chariestowne tract some years ago. 


According to the terms of these 
commitments, Bresler agreed to 
limit construction to a density of 7 
units per acre, making a total of 
350 units. At the present time he 
has constructed 144 units and re¬ 
cently took out a permit for 178 
additional units (the 8-story apart¬ 
ment building). 

At the time of the rezoning of 
the Chariestowne site, Bresler 
agreed to keep his construction 
there in conformity with R-30 
zoning, a classification that did not 
then exist but was expected soon 
to be adopted. Construction of an 
apartment building is a violation of 
R-30 zoning. 

In addition, Bresler agreed to 
deed a piece of 3.3-acre land at the 
bay of the lake to the city for use 
as parkland. Although several 
years have gone by this land has 
not yet been received. If the apart¬ 
ment building is constructed, city 
officials say, the promised piece 
of land could not be dedicated 
without making the number of 
units on the remaining land in ex¬ 
cess of those allowed by the zoning 
requirements.

HIGH POINTERS AID 
VOTER REGISTRATION 

The students of High Point hung 
up their championship basketball 
shoes and went to work on voter 
registration last Saturday. Some 
30 students of High Point worked 
from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. to register 
371 new voters in the High Point 
area. Over and above the 371 
figure is an undetermined number 
of precinct changes and name 
changes. The students worked 
within a County-wide campaign 
sponsored by the League of Women 
voters, which netted a total of 
3219 new registered voters. (North¬ 
western had 499 new voter regis¬ 
trations.) 

The students did a variety of 
jobs from babysitting to walking in 
front of Kleins with sandwich 
signs. Diane Zonfrilli, chairman of 
the “sandwich sign comimttee" 
said that the people had some in¬ 
teresting reactions to the efforts of 
her committee.

Diane said: “He seemed disap¬ 
pointed when he found that we 
were not picketing against the Viet 
Nam involvement.’* We asked him 
if he had read the sign, whereupon 
he blushed and walked away.” The 
students reported many nearsight¬ 
ed citizens on both sides of the 
issue. 

A special distribution committee 
was set up to spur voter registra¬ 
tion in Springhill Lake. Green- 
belters Sue Pritzker, Barbara Bow¬ 
man, Mary Secrest, Barbara Skol- 
nik, and Tony Roland did a fine 
job. Their only complaint was that 
they didn’t have enough flyers.

BOARD OF EDUCATION DECIDES ON 
PARCEL 2 FOR 3-SCHOOL COMPLEX

The Prince Georges County Board of Education on Thursdr\\ 
March 24, gave the go-ahead signal to its attorney to enter into a 
contract with Consolidated Syndicates, Inc. (Charles Bresler* 
Theodore Lerner) to purchase a 60-acre tract on Parcel 2 for a 3* 
school complex. Instructions were also given to dismiss all pending 
condemnation suits on the city-preferred Beltway-Lake site, contin¬ 
gent on the finalization of the negotiations. 


Prior to the decision, a letter 
dated March 22 was read from 
State Superintendent of Schools 
James A. Sensenbaugli accepting 
either the Beltway-Lake site or the 
Parcel 2 site for a senior high 
school. 

Sensenbaugh wrote: “Each of 
the senior high school sites has ad¬ 
vantages and disadvantages. . . . 
One (parcel 2 site) provides the op¬ 
portunity for a school-park area 
wherein threefschools on contiguous 
sites could to some measure be op¬ 
erated jointly. The location of the 
other site (Beltway-Lake) appears 
to be better in terms of the exist¬ 
ing traffic patterns and highways. 
However, future projections of 
highways and access streets indi¬ 
cate that the three-school complex 
will be served equally well.” 

Cut Thru GHI Property 

School engineer Elliot Robertson 
said that one of the projected high¬ 
ways is a perimeter road that 
would start at Glenn Dale road 
near NASA, cross the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, pass by 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Administra¬ 
tion Building, and then parallel 
GHTs boundary behind the 42, 44, 
46, and 48 courts of Ridge Road to 
Northway extended. 

It would then continue north 
through parcel 1 and parallel the 
city's northern boundaries till 
Kenilworth Ave. 

Robertson did not indicate who 
would pay the cost of such a high¬ 
way, though the school board has 
made clear on previous occasions 
that it considered such off-site 
roads to be a city responsibility. 

Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission officials 
contacted later by the News Re¬ 
view stated that this alternate 
perimeter road had been submitted 
to the school board staff several 
months ago. When it receives the 
final school plat and survey, 
MNCPPC will designate the exact 
location of the road and reserve 
the necessary rights of way and 
dedication of land. 

However, the final decision on 
building the road is up to the city, 
officials said. They estimated the 
cost of such a road as $125,000 to 
$150,000 a mile, but where the 
grades are problems, the cost is 
roughly $150,000 to $200,000. 

As for immediate access streets 
to the school property, the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board has be¬ 
fore it a proposal to extend East¬ 
way by cutting a roadway through 
the woodland between the 42 and 
44 Ridge Rd. courts. 

Other Sites Approved 

Sensenbaugh’s letter also accept¬ 
ed the proposed elementary and 
junior high sites (on which both 
the city and school board have 
agreed). He expressed concern 
over their location near the sani- 

Council Recommends R-55 
Zoning for Parcels 7, 8 

The city council voted on Mon¬ 
day, March 28, to recommend to the 
technical staff of Maryland-Nation¬ 
al Capital Park & Planning Com¬ 
mission that parcels 7 and 8 be 
zoned in accordance with the 
Greenbelt Master Plan. The latter 
calls for these two areas, which are 
located between Boxwood Village 
and Kenilworth Ave., to be re¬ 
served for single-family (R-55) 
zoning. 

The motion passed 3 to 2, with 
councilmen David Champion and 
Francis White dissenting. They 
preferred that the city not take a 
position on this matter at this 
time because of negotiations pend¬ 
ing on other land. Parcel 7 is own¬ 
ed by Charles Bresler and Associ¬ 
ates and parcel 8 by Crescent 
Leasing. The owners have proposed 
commercial zoning for this land. 

At a special meeting last week, 
the city’s Advisory Planning Board 
recommended that parcel 7 be 
zoned for R-55 and parcel 8 for 
R-30 (apartments). 


tary land fill, but notes that “The 
Mayor and City Council assured 
Mr. Myers (State Supervisor of 
School Plant Planning) that this is 
a temporary operation and will no 
longer exist in that area by the 
time construction begins on the 
elementary and the junior high 
school.” 

Sensenbaugh concluded by stav¬ 
ing that he did not feel that he 
should superimpose his “judgment 
on that of the local Board of Edu¬ 
cation and its staff who have 
greater and more specific knowl¬ 
edge on the overall needs and of 
the financial ability of the county 
to support its school system/* 

“The Board of Education," ht 
said, “will need to make its sclec* 
tion based on their projection of 
needs of educational facilities to 
serve the Greenbelt area and upon 
the relative cost of the two site* 
under consideration.” 

Cost Estimates 

In this connection. School Board 
President W. Carroll Beatty said 
that the board could not justify to 
the county taxpayer the additional 
expense of acquiring the Beltway* 
Lake site. 

Greenbelt residents attending the 
meeting were not convinced that 
the additional cost would be slg* 
nificant and urged that the con¬ 
demnation suits on the Beltway- 
Lake site, scheduled for April 4 
and 13, be carried out. It was 
pointed out that a jury when mak¬ 
ing a condemnation award bases 
its decision on the present zoning 
of the land — in this case, rural* 
planned-community — and not on 
the speculative value. In support of 
this, there was cited Del. Charles 
Bresler's recent action at Annapo¬ 
lis (as reported in he YVashiitgtftft 
Past of March 22) when he dis¬ 
puted the state’s purchasing land 
which was not appraised at Its 
present zoning. 

The school board read letters 
from Greenbelt City Council and 
GHI reaffirming their offers of 
land for school sites. The GH3t 
letter stated that its offer was good 
only if no conditions of zoning 
were attached. President Beatty 
said that the school board is not 
concerned about the zoning situa¬ 
tion and therefore has to assume 
that GHI has withdrawn its offer* 
Yuiil Offer 

School board member Mrs 
Louise Yu ill wanted to know why* 
despite GHTs withdrawal, the 
school board could not still go- 
ahead and purchase 20 acres of the 
Beltway-Lake site at $18,000 pet 
acre for a senior high school (sup¬ 
plemented by the 5 acres offered by 
the city); and also purchase 2ft 
acres in parcel 2 at $8,000 per 
for an elementary and junior hig^ 
school (supplemented by the city 
offer of the 5-acre sanitary land 
fill). 

Beatty told her that this was not 
possible since the developer undel 
those conditions would want 
$16,500 per acre and not $8,000 per 
acre for his land on parcel £ 
(This assumed that the city and 
Bresler could not get together on 
zoning). 

Beatty said that the $16,500 prict 
was based on land sold in the same 
area near Boxwood Village and 
that Greenbelt Mayor Edgar Smith 
and Greenbelt city councilmen at 
the February 24 meeting agreed 
that the Boxwood and parcel t 
sites were comparable. 

Mayor Smith when contacted 
later denied this. He said that he 
and other council members pointed 
out to the school board that the 
Boxwood land had utilities, sewage^ 
and roads which was not true of 
parcel 2 land,

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To Set The Record Straight 

One of the most unfortunate aspects of the senior high school 
controversy has been the difficulty for the facts to catch up with 
the half-truths and misstatements that are first circulated. The 
latest example of this took place during the March 24 meeting of 
the Prince Georges County Board of Education, 

(1) The School Board said that GHI rescinded its offer of 10 
acres of land for an elementary school. 

Fact GHI made it quite plain in its letter of March 16 to 
Superintendent Schmidt that its offer still stands, provided no 
conditions of zoning were attached. 

(2) The School Board charged that CFPG accused it of a tie- 
in with a developer. 

Fact CFPG pointed out in its letter of December 13, 1965 to 
Superintendent Schmidt that its reference to tie-in referred to the 
fact that the developer was hinging his sale of the Beltway-Lake 
site for a senior high school on the acquiescence of the city council 
to higher densities on parcels 1 and 2. 

(3) The school board said that the Greenbelt Mayor and city 
councilmen agreed at the February 24 meeting that $16,500 was a 
fair value for the land in parcel 2. 

Fact Mayor Edgar Smith’s statement follows: “The $16,500 
figure refers to land sold in the Boxwood area and is not a proper 
figure to use for parcel 2. I and other council members pointed 
out to the school board that the Boxwood land has roads, utilities, 
sewage, and easily accessible streets, while parcel 2 is raw land and 
thus worth less.” 

( 4) The school board said that the site rejected when they ap¬ 
proved the Beltway-Lake site in January, 1965 was not near the 
sanitary land fill but was on the northeastern tip of Greenbelt. 

Fact The News Review of September 24, 1964 contained the 
following news item: “Gwynn (Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
for Prince Georges County) told the News Review that two sites 
&re under consideration - 39 acres behind the American Legion 
(this includes an elementary school) and 25 acres at the sanitary 
land fill on Northway extended.” 

To quote from the January 12, 1965 minutes of the school 
hoard; “Mr. Gwynn reported that the Staff committee had met 
X allowing the Board’s direction and viewed the entire Greenbelt 
area for a senior high school site. After touring the area where 
Mr. Bresler said he would sell the Board a site, the committee . . . 
unanimously agreed that they could only recommend that one site 
and that is the tract northeast of the Capital Beltway and Charles- 
towne Village.” 

(5) School board member Thomas Hicks disputed that the 
majority of Greenbelters favor the Beltway-Lake site. 

Fact Petitions protesting the action of the school board in 
choosing the parcel 2 site were signed by more Greenbelt residents 
than there were registered voters in the city._v
